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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To provide a possibility of partial washing simply by 
dipping only contaminated parts of the wash in a detergent solution, 
holding a grip of a housing equipped with a vibrator, and irradiating 
the contaminated parts with ultrasonic waves. 

CONSTITUTION: A vibrator 2 is fitted to the bottom of a housing 1, 
while a grip 3 is installed in the upper part of the housing 1. The 
vibrator 2 is connected with an oscillator circuit 5 through a cord 
4, and a switch 6 is mounted in an oscillator circuit 5, and a plug 8 
is connected with AC mains through a cord 7. Wash 11 is dipped in a 
detergent solution 10 prepared in a washing basin 9, and the grip 3 
is grasped, and the bottom of housing 1 is immersed in the detergent 
solution 10 in the neighborhood of the contaminated part 11' of the 
wash 11. If then power is supplied from the oscillator circuit 5 to 
the vibrator 3, only the contaminated part 11' can be irradiated with 
ultrasonic waves and be cleaned. 
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
